DORTS NR. CaMPIRS 


Don’t when in the woods, throw 
down a lighted match, cigar stub, or 
other flaming object, make sure tht 
the flame: has been thoromzhly ex- 
tinguished before throwing it away, 

Don’t build your campfire larger 
than is necessary. 

Doa’t, under any clrenmstances, 
leave your fire ungnarded even for a 
comparatively short time, see that it 
is dead out before you go away, 

Don't build your fire in leaves, ro'- 
ten wood or other inflammable mater 
ial. 

Don’t bid “your fire against a 
large or hollow log, where it is hard 
to be sure when it has been entirely 
put ont. 

To these ‘‘don’ts” it may be added 
that in windy weather orin a dan 
gerous place, it is well to confine the 
fire in a hole dug clean down to the 
mineral soil. A fire may smoulder 
in the humus, or ‘‘duff” for dave, 
oply waiting fora strong breeze to 
fan itintoa flame that may burn 
over miles of timber. 

Summer tourists and campers un- 
fortunately haye a bad reputation 
among owners of timber as be'ng of- 
ten a cause of fires. Such fires could! ® 
be prevented, almost without: excep- 
tion, by a little extra care on the part 
of thecampers, who have been the 
unintentional cause of much forest 
destruction, and who have just as 
veal an interest in the preservation of 
the forests as the owners of the tim- 
her themselves. The rules given 
ubove are the result of lon: exper. 
lence and obtervation on the part of 
many woodsmen and lumhermen as 
to the origin of fires from this cause, 
and are earnestly commended to the
